Thi* Purpo«e Will Curtail the Dis- 
tribution of Pension*—Only $2400 
Available for Pension* to Mother* 
in Clearfield County. 
The unexpected happened in the 


matter of the organization of 
the 


mothers' pension trustee board Fri- 
day. Up to the time the article in 
the Progress was written the pros- 
pects of a meeting of the trustees 
was not at all bright, four of the mem 
bers having sent in their resignations. 
In the afternoon, however, Mrs. A. E. 
Leitzinger was persuaded to 
with- 


draw her resignation and Mrs. D. E. 
Hibner was appointed to take the 
place made vacant by the resignation 
of Mrs. H. A. Moore, of DuBois, and 
the required quorum was secured, 
four members being present.

Fund is Too Small. 


The work of the trustees will neces- 


sarily be somewhat experimental the 
first year on account of the limited 
funds at their disposal. The entire 
amount for distribution from state 
and county combined will be only $2,- 
400 and it is not likely that more than 
a small proportion of the applicants 
for aid can be recognized in a sub- 
stantial way. It is the hope of the 
trustees that the legislature of 1915 
will be more liberal in proidmg funds, 
only $200,000—$100,000 each year- 
having been appropriated to this pur- 
pose by the legislature.

State Fire Marshall J. L. Baldwin 


has issued a bulletin to citizens of 
Pennsylvania in which he cautions 
;hem regarding the celebration of the 
Fourth of July. 
The fire marshall 


says: 


The Fourth of July, which is and 


should be a day of patriotic rejoicing 
has become a day of apprehension 
and terror to all persons who have 
any concern for the safety of life and 
property. It is a day when the fire de- 
partments in all cities and towns are 
generally kept on the run. The people 
havi» rot yet learned the signiVsree 
of the day in its highest and best 
sense. They have not yet learned that 
noise is not patriotism. Other coun- 
tries show their patriotism in a more 
oa c' inaner with considerably leas 
loss of life and property, and this 
country in the earlier days celebrated 
the Fourth of July by the unfurling of 
the Stars and Stripes, a salute of 
guns, ringing of church bells and pa- 
triotic songs and speeches. 


Loss of Life and Property. 


The fire cracker was borrowed from 


the Chinese, used in moderation and 
with the greatest of care it is the 
least dangerous but when used exten- 
sively and recklessly, as of late years, 
it has made our Fourth of July a na- 
tional calamity and a national nui- 
sance. Instead of a day of gladness 
and rejoicing it is a day dreaded by 
many. 
It is not generally realized the great 
loss of life and property occurring 
every year caused by fire works. A 
few years ago two-thirds of the city 
of Portland, Maine, was burned, caus- 
ed by the careless handling of fire 
crackers. From the same cause Pitts- 
burgh lost $50,000 worth of property 
in one day and in eight years the fire 
loss in, the United States as result of 
;he careless handling of fire works 
amounted to over $2,500,000. 


Classes of Fireworks. 


Fire works may be divided into 


classes, those exploded in the upper 
air, such as sky rockets and toy bal- 
loons, and those discharged nearer the 
ground, such as small fire crackers, 
the cannon or giant crackers, blank 
cartridges, toy pist-clo, pin wheels, 
etc., they are decidedly dangerous and 
should be avoided. 


Public sentiment today is in favor 


of a safe and sane Fourth of July. 
This should be encouraged. When 
Fourth of July celebrations have been 
tried without the promiscuous use of 
fire works it has been found most sat- 
isfactory as no accidents from gun 
powder occurred and no fires from ex- 
plosion reported. 


Restrain Careless Persons 


Where general display of fire works 


is provided by a community €or the 
benefit of all, the display should be 
given in the evening and then only un 
der the absolute management and di- 
rection of competent persons. 


There are in all communities per- 


sons disposed to obstincy and unrea- 
sonably persist in doing things con- 
tary to the wishes of the majority, 
such persons often cause trouble and 
may do so on the Fourth of July by 
the careless handling of fire works, 
which may resuU in injury or death 
of loved ones or the destruction of 
property 


Firemen Are Interested. 


Householders should be on guard 


apainst such persons, by being pre- 
pared for rmergencies 
Keep buckets 


filled with water and place them 
handy for immediate use 


Members of fire departments should 


be interested and lend aid for a safe 
and sane Fourth of July Usually this 
is cue of the busiest daj & of the year 


• and is seldom parsed without injury 
or death occumng to some member. 
BE SAFE. 
BE SANE, and advise 


and help others to be. Remember that 
merriment ii better than mourning. 


Remember that 't is better to plan 


for the saving of life and propertj be- 
fo^e 'oss occurs than afterwards.

The entire 
amount for distribution from state 
and county combined will be only $2,- 
400 and it is not likely that more than 
a small proportion of the applicants 
for aid can be recognized in a sub- 
stantial way. It is the hope of the 
trustees that the legislature of 1915 
will be more liberal in proidmg funds, 
only $200,000—$100,000 each year- 
having been appropriated to this pur- 
pose by the legislature.

State Fire Marshall J. L. Baldwin 


has issued a bulletin to citizens of 
Pennsylvania in which he cautions 
;hem regarding the celebration of the 
Fourth of July. 
The fire marshall 


says: 


The Fourth of July, which is and 


should be a day of patriotic rejoicing 
has become a day of apprehension 
and terror to all persons who have 
any concern for the safety of life and 
property. It is a day when the fire de- 
partments in all cities and towns are 
generally kept on the run. The people 
havi» rot yet learned the signiVsree 
of the day in its highest and best 
sense. They have not yet learned that 
noise is not patriotism. Other coun- 
tries show their patriotism in a more 
oa c' inaner with considerably leas 
loss of life and property, and this 
country in the earlier days celebrated 
the Fourth of July by the unfurling of 
the Stars and Stripes, a salute of 
guns, ringing of church bells and pa- 
triotic songs and speeches. 


Loss of Life and Property. 


The fire cracker was borrowed from 


the Chinese, used in moderation and 
with the greatest of care it is the 
least dangerous but when used exten- 
sively and recklessly, as of late years, 
it has made our Fourth of July a na- 
tional calamity and a national nui- 
sance. Instead of a day of gladness 
and rejoicing it is a day dreaded by 
many. 
It is not generally realized the great 
loss of life and property occurring 
every year caused by fire works. A 
few years ago two-thirds of the city 
of Portland, Maine, was burned, caus- 
ed by the careless handling of fire 
crackers. From the same cause Pitts- 
burgh lost $50,000 worth of property 
in one day and in eight years the fire 
loss in, the United States as result of 
;he careless handling of fire works 
amounted to over $2,500,000. 


Classes of Fireworks. 


Fire works may be divided into 


classes, those exploded in the upper 
air, such as sky rockets and toy bal- 
loons, and those discharged nearer the 
ground, such as small fire crackers, 
the cannon or giant crackers, blank 
cartridges, toy pist-clo, pin wheels, 
etc., they are decidedly dangerous and 
should be avoided. 


Public sentiment today is in favor 


of a safe and sane Fourth of July. 
This should be encouraged. When 
Fourth of July celebrations have been 
tried without the promiscuous use of 
fire works it has been found most sat- 
isfactory as no accidents from gun 
powder occurred and no fires from ex- 
plosion reported. 


Restrain Careless Persons 


Where general display of fire works 


is provided by a community €or the 
benefit of all, the display should be 
given in the evening and then only un 
der the absolute management and di- 
rection of competent persons. 


There are in all communities per- 


sons disposed to obstincy and unrea- 
sonably persist in doing things con- 
tary to the wishes of the majority, 
such persons often cause trouble and 
may do so on the Fourth of July by 
the careless handling of fire works, 
which may resuU in injury or death 
of loved ones or the destruction of 
property 


Firemen Are Interested. 


Householders should be on guard 


apainst such persons, by being pre- 
pared for rmergencies 
Keep buckets 


filled with water and place them 
handy for immediate use 


Members of fire departments should 


be interested and lend aid for a safe 
and sane Fourth of July Usually this 
is cue of the busiest daj & of the year 


• and is seldom parsed without injury 
or death occumng to some member. 
BE SAFE. 
BE SANE, and advise 


and help others to be. Remember that 
merriment ii better than mourning. 


Remember that 't is better to plan 


for the saving of life and propertj be- 
fo^e 'oss occurs than afterwards.

It often happens in winter that a per- 


son liviug iu u steam heated apartment 
feels" cold even when the thermometer 
shows the necessary degree of warmth 
In the room. Of course there Is a rea- 
son for this and also a very simple 
remedy. The leasoq Is that the air in 
the room la too dry— it does not contain 
enough moisture— and the remedy is. 
»f course, to keep some water In the 
room all the time, so that It can evap- 
orate Into the air. 


Our bodies, you see, are at all times 


exuding moisture ID the form of poK 
epiratiou. Xow. this perspiration, even 
In winter, amounts to a great deal 
more than one would think, being 
measured in the pints. To evaporate 
water heat has to be used up, and. as 
the body is warmer than the air. the 
beat to evaporate this perspiration la 
taken from the body. Of course then 
the body feels cold.
